Dr. Alkinson notes that during bis absence 
in 19 0,0 popular a,ilation was made against 
the Government on acconnt of continanuca ‘of 
tho plegae, and becaase several Europeans werd 
attacked that yoar, A great bid was made then 
for'a Muoicipal Council. Io the winter of 
191-2 a general cleaving of the city was 
offectad, and the eunitary sloff increased, ‘The 
co-operation of iho Crineso was solicited. 
Plagne still continued, At much less cost, 
oleaniog bas gono on since, with “ex 
cellent results, particularly “a marked 
@iminution” in tbe ayerago nambor of 
plague cases during 19 4-05.06, as compared 
with the previous three yearr. Tha increase in 
1906 he attributes to water scarcity interfering 
with okansing. 

Tho Commission's report aa a whole, Dr.
